Indian  Treaty. 


JAMES  MONROE, 

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA, 

To  all  and.  singular  to  whom  these  pres- 
ents shall  come  greeting. 

Whereas,  a Treaty  between  the  Uni 
teri  States  of  America,  arid  the  tribe  of 
Kickapoos  of  Vermilion,  was  nude  and 
concluded,  at  Fort  Harrison,  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
nineteen,  by  a Commissioner  on  the  part 
of  the  said  United  States,  and  certain 
Chiefs,  Warriors,  and  Head  Men,  of  the 
tribe  aforesaid,  on  the  part  and  in^be- 
half  of  the  said  tribe  ; which  Treaty  is 
in  the  words  following,  to  wit  : 

A Treaty  made  and  concluded  by  Een- 
jaminn  Parke,  a commies  c er  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  Chiefs  H’atri- 
r ors,  and  Head  Men,  of  the  tribe  of 
Kickapoos  of  the  Vermilion , of  the 
other  part. 

Art.  1-  The  Chiefs,  Warriors,  and 
Head  Men,  of  the  said  tribe,  agree  to 
cede,  and  hereby  relinquish,  to  the  Uni- 
ted States,  all  the  lands  which  the  said 
tribe  lias  heretofore  'possessed,  or  which 
they  may  rightfully  claim,  on  the  Wa- 
bash river,  or  any  of  its  waters. 

Art.  2.  And  to  the  end  that  the  United 
States  may  be  enabled  to  fix  with  the 
•other  Indian  tribes  a "boundary  between 
their  respective  claims, the  Chiefs,  War- 
riors, and  Head  Men,  of  the  said  tii.be 
do  hereby  declare,  that  their  lightful 
cam  is  as  follows,  viz  : beginning  at  the 
n<Vih  west  corner  of  the  Vincennes 
tract ; thence,  westward!}*,  by  theboun 
a.  j established  by  a treaty  with  the  1’ian 
k<  shaws,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  Decem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  five,*  to  the 
dividing  ridge  between  the  waters  of  the 
Embarras  & the  Little  Wabash  ; thence 
by  the  said  ridge,  to  the  source  of  the 
Vermilion  river*  thence,  by  the  sa*nc 
ridge,  to  the  head  of  Pine  creek  ; thence, 
by  the  said  creek,  to  Wabash  river; 
thence,  by  the  said  rivet,  to  the  mouth 
of the  Vermilion  river,  and  thence  by 
the  Vermilion,  and  the  boundary  here- 
tofore established,  to  the  place  of  begi.n- 
nig. 

Art.  3.  The  said  Chiefs,  Warriors  and 
Head  Men,  of  the  said  tribe,  agree  to 
relinquish,  and  they  do  hereby  exoner 
ate  and  riischai  ge  the  U.  States  from, 
the  annuity  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to 
which  they  are  now  entitled.  In  consid- 
eration w hereof,  and  of  the  cession  here 
by  made,  the  United  States  agree  to 
pay  the  said  tribe  two  thousand  dollars 
annually,  in  specie,  for  ten  years  ; which, 
together  with  three  thousand  dollars  now 
delivered,  is  to  be  considered  a , lull 
compensation  for  the  cession  hereby 
made,  as  also  of  all  annuities,  or  othet 
claims,  of  the  said  tribe  against  the  Uni 
ted  States,  by  virtue  of  any  treaty  with 
the  said  United  States. 

Art.  4 As  the  said  tribe  contcmplatt 
removing  fiom  the  country  they  now 
occupy,  the  annuity  herein  provided 
for  shall  be  paid  at  such  place  as  may  j 
be  hereinafter  agreed  upon  between  tin  ‘ 
United  States  and  said  tribe. 

Art.  5.  This  treaty,  after  the  same 
shall  be  ratified  by  the  President  and 
Senate  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
binding  on  the  contracting  parties. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  said  Ben- 
jamin Parke,  commissioner  as  afore- 
said, and  the  Chiefs,  Warriors,  and 
Head  Men,  of  the  said  tribe,  have 
hereunto  set  their  hands,  at  Fort  liar-  j 
rison,  the  thirtieth  day  of  August,  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  nine- 
teen.

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known,  that  I, 
James  Monroe,  President  of  tbc  United 
States  of  America,  having  seen  and  con- 
sidered the  said  treaty,  have,  by  and  wio 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Seriate,  ac- 
cepted, ratifiied,  and  confirmed,  the  same 
and  every,  clause  and  article  thereof 
In  testimony  w hereoh  I ave  caused 
[l.  s.]  the  seal  of  the  United  States  to  be 
hereunto  affixed,  having  first  sign- 
ed the  same  with  my  hand. 

Done  at  the  City  of  Washington 
this  tenth  day  of  May,  in  the  year 
ot  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty,  and  of  the 
Independence  of  the  U.  States' 
the  lorty-fourth.

[CiSttCOEI).] 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  the  executive  power. 

Sec.  1-The  supreme  executive  power 
shall  be  vested  in  a chief  magistrate  who 
shall  be  styed  “ The  Governor  of  the  state 
of  Missouri.” 

Sec.  2. — The  governor  shall  be  at 
feast  thirty-five  years  ol  age, and  a natur- 
al born  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  a 
citizen  at  the  adoption  of  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  or  an  inhabitant  of 
that  part  of  Louisana  now  included  in 
the  state  of  Missouri  at  the  time  of  the 
cession  thereof  from  France  to  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  shall  have  been  a resi- 
dent of  the  same  at  least  four  years  next 
before  his  election. 

Sec.  3.— The  governor  shall  hold  his 
office  for  four  years,  and  until  a success 
or  be  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  He 
shall  be  elected  in  the  manner  following: 
At  the  time  and  place  of  voting  for  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
the  qualified  electors  slia'l  vote  for  a 
governor,  and  when  two  or  more  per- 
sons have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  and 
a higher  number  than  any  other  person, 
the  election,  shall  be  decided  between( 
them  by  a joint  vote  ofboth  houses  of  the 
General  Assembly  at  their  next  session. 

Sec.  4. — The  governor  shall  be  ineli- 
gible for  the  next  four  years  after  the.  ex- 
piration of  his  term  of  service. 

Sec.  5. — The  governor  shall  be  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  militia  and  navy 
of  this  state,  except  when  they  shall  be 
called  into  the  service  of  the  U.  States, 
but  he  need  not  command  in  person  un-! 
less  advised  so  to  do  by  a resolution  of; 
the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  6. — The  governor  shall  have 
power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and, 
except  in  case  of  impeachment,  to  grant, 
reprives  and  pardons. 

See.  7. — The  governor  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  give  to  the  Genera!  Assem- 
bly information  relative  to  the  state  of 
the  government,  and  shall  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he 
shall  deem  n,  cessary  and  expedient.  On 
extraordinary  occasions  he  may  convent 
the  General  Assembly  by  proclamation,! 
and  shall  state  to  them  the  purposes  for! 
which  they  are  convened. 

Sec.  8. — The  governor  shall  take  care 
that  the  laws  be  destrihuted  and  faithfully 
executed ; and  he  sliali  be  a conservator 
of  the  peace  throughout  tho  state. 

Sec.  9. — When  any  office  shall  be- 
come vacant,  the  governor  shall  appoint 
a person  to  fill  such  vacancy,  who  shall 
continued!)  office  until  a successor  be  du- 
ly appointed  and  qualified  according  to 
law. 

Sec.  10. — Every  bill  which  shall  have 
been  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall,  before  it  becomes 
alaw,be  presented  to  the  governor  for 
l>is  approbation.  If  he  approve,  shall 
sign  it ; if  not,  he  shall  return  it  with  his 
objections  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall 
have  originated,  and  the  house  he  shall 
causethe  objections  to  be  entered  at  large 
on  its  journals,  and  shall  proceed  to  re-' 
consideration, if  a majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  that  house  shall  agree  to 
pass  the  same,  it  shall  be  sent,  together 
with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house, 
dy  which  it  shall  be  in  like  manner  re- 
considered, and  if  approved  by  a majori- 
ty of  all  the  members  elected  to  that 
house,  it  shall  become  a law.  In  all 
Such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall 
be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names 
of  the  members  voting  for  and  against, 
the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal; 
of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill 
shall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor! 
within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  af-; 
ter  it  shall  have  bven-presented  to  him, 
the  same  shall  become  a law  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  the  governor  had  signed  it,  un- 
less the  General  Assembly  by  itsadjou’n- 
meiit  shall  prevent  iis  return,  in  which 
stase  it  shall  not  become  a law. 

S?c.  11. — Every  resolution  to  which 
the  concurrence  of  the  senate  and  house 
of  representatives  may  be  necessary,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  adjournment,  shall  be 
presented  to  the  governor,  and  before 
the  same  shall  take  effect  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded upon  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the 
case  of  a bill. 

Sec.  12. — There  shall  be  an  auditor 
of  public  accounts,  whom  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  shall  appoint.  He  sliali  con- 
tinue in  office  four  yeais,  and  shall  per- 
form such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law.  His  office  shall  be  kept  at  the 
seat  of  government. 

Sec.  13. — The  governor  shall,  at  sta- 
ted times,  receive  for  his  services  an 
adequate  salary  to  he  fixed  bylaw,  which 
shall  neither  be  incresseed  nor  dimin- 
ished during  his  continuance  in  office, 
and  which  shall  never  be  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars  annually. 

Sec.  14. — There  shall  be  a lieut.  gov. 
who  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  in 
the  same  manner,  for  the  same  term,  and 
shall  posses  the  same  qualifications  as 
the  governor.  The  electors  shall  dis- 
tinguish for  whom  they  vote  as  governor 
a d for  whom  as  lieutenant  Governor. 

See.  15. — The  lieutenant  governor 
shall  by  virtue  of  his  office  be  president 
of  ihe  senate. — In  committee  of  the  whole 
he  may  debate  on  all  questions;  and 
when  there  is  an  equal  division,  he  sha:: 
give  the  easting  vote  in  the  senate, 
and  also  in  joint  votes  ofboth  houses. 

Sec.  16. — When  ahe  offihee  ofgover 
nor.  snail  become  vacant  by  death,  resig- 
nation, absence  from  the  state  rerun 
vul  Irom  office,  refusal  to  qualify  im- 
peachment, or  otherwise,  the  lieutenant 
governor ; or  in  case  of  like  disability  on 
h s pm  t,  the  president  of  the  senate  fro- 
tempore  ; or  if  there  he  no  president  ol 
t ie  ci  ate  pro-temporc,  the  speaker  ,ol 
V I cose  of  representatives,  shall  pos 
the  powers,  and  discharge  all  ;jle 

i 


duties  of  governor,  and  shall  receive  for 
his  services  the  like  compensation,  until 
such  vacancy  be  filled,  or,  the  governor 
so  absent  or  impeached  shall  return  or 
be  acquitted. 

Sec.  17. — Whenever  the  office  of  gov- 
ernor shall  become  vacant  by  death,  re- 
signation, removal  from  office,  or  other- 
wise, the  lieutenant-governor,  or  other 
person  exercising,  the  powers  of  govern- 
or for  the  time  being,  shall,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  cause  an  election  to  be  held  to 
fill  such  vacancy,  giving  three  months 
previous  notice  thereof ; and  the  person 
elected  shall  not  thereby  be  rendered 
ineligible  to  the  office  of  governor  for 
the  next  succeeding  term.  Neverthe- 
less, if  such  vacancy  shall  happen  within 
eighteen  months  of  the  end  of  the  term 
for  which  the  late  governor  shall  have 
been  elected,  the  same  shali  not  be  fil- 
led. 

— The  lieutenant-governor, or 
president  of  the  senate  pro-temporc, 
while  presiding  in  the  Senate, -shall  re- 
ceive the  same  compensation  as  shall  he 
allowed  to  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives. 

Sec.  19. — The  returns  of  ail  electors 
of  governor  and  lieutenant-governor 
shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  20. — Contested  electors  of  gov- 
ernor shall  be  decided  by  joint  vote  of 
both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  in 
such  manner  ns  may  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  21. — There  shall  be  a secretary 
of  state,  whom  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
shall  appoint.  He  shall  hold  his  office 
four  years,  unless  sooner  removed  on 
impeachment.  lie  shall  keep  a register 
of  all  the  official  acts  and  proceedings  of 
the  governor,  and  when  necessary  shall 
attest  them  ; and  lie  shall  lay  the  same, 
together  with  all  papers  relative  thereto, 
before  either  house  of  the  General  As 
sembly  whenever  required  so  to  do,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  cs  may 
be  enjoined  on  him  by  law.

Section  1.  The  judicial  powers  as  tt 
matters  of  law  and  cqui’y,  shall  b : vcs-1 
ted  in  a '■-■Sufireine  Court ” in  a Chan- 
cellor,” in  “ Circuit  Court-:, ” and  in  such 
inferior  tribunals  as  the  General  Assem- 
bly may,  fioin  time  to  time,  ordain  and 
establish, 

Sec. 2. — The  supreme  court,  except 
in  cases  other  wise  directed  by  this  con- 
stitution, shall  have  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion only,  which  shall  be  co-extensive; 
with  the  state,  under  the  restrictions  in 
this  constitut'd  provided. 

Sec.  3 — i he  supreme  court  shall 
have  a general  superintending  conti oL 
over  all  inferior  courts  of  law.  Manda- 
mus, Quo  Warranto,  Certiorari,  and  oth- 
er original  writs:  and  to  hear  and  to  de- 
termine the  same. 

Sec.  4. — The  supreme  court  shall 
consist  of  three  judges,  any  two  of  whom  j 
shall  be  a quorum:  and  the  said  judges 
shall  be  conscrvatois  of  the  peace 
throughout  the  slate. 

Sec.  5. — The  state  shall  he  divided  in-  ! 
to  convenient  districts,  not  to  exceed; 
four,  in  each  of  which  the  supreme  court; 
shall  hold  two  scssii  ns  annually,  at  such! 
place  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  ap-j 
point;  and  when  sitting  in  either  district,! 
it  shall  exercise  jurisdiction  over  causes

See.  7. — The  state  shall  be  divided  in- 
to convenient  circuits  for  cacli  of  which 
a judge  shall  be  appointed,  who,  after 
his  appointment,  shall  reside,  and  be  a 
conservator  of  tbe  peace  within  the  cir- 
cuit for  which  he  shall  he  appointed. 

Sec.  8. — The  circuit  courts  shall  ex- 
ercise a superintending  control  over  all 
such  inferior  tribunals  as  the  Genera!  As- 
sembly may  establish,  and  over  justices 
of  the  peace  in  each  county  in  their  res- 
pective circuits. 

Sec.  9. — The  jurisdiction  of  the  court 
of  chancery  shall  be  co-extensive  with  1 
the  state,  and  the  times  and  places  of 
holding  its  session*  shall  be  regulated  in 
the  same  manner  as  those  of  the  su- 
preme court. 

Sec.  10. — The  court  of  chancery  shall! 
have  original  and  appellate  jurisdiction 
in  all  matters  of  equity,  and  a general 
control  over  executors,  administrators, 
guardians  and  minors,  subject  to  appeal, 
in  all  cases,  to  the  supreme  court,  under 
such  limitations  as  the  General  Assem- 
bly may  by  law  prov  die. 

Sec.  11. — Until  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  deem  it  expedient  to  establish 
inferior  courts  of  chancery,  the  circuit 
courtsshall  have  jut isdicliun  in  matters 
ol  equity,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  couit 
of  chancery,  in  such  manner,  and  under 
such  restrictions,  as  shall  be  prcscibcd 
by  law. 

Sec.  12. — Infeiior  tribunals  shall  be 
establishded  in  each  county  for  the  trans- 
action of  all  county  business ; for  ap-j 
pointing  guardians  ; for  gi  anting  letters 
testamentary,  and  of  administration  : and; 
(or  settling  the  accounts  of  executors,  ad-; 
ministrators  and  guardians. 

Sec.  13. — The  governor  shall  nomin-1 
ate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
! consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  the  judg- 
es of  the  superior  court,  the  judges 
of  the  circuit  courts,  and  the  chancellor, 
each  of  whom  shall  hold  hisoffice  during 
good  behaviour,  and  shall  receive  for 
his  services  a compensation  which  shall 
not  he  diminished  during  his  cotinuance 
in  office,  and  which  shall  not  be  less  than 
two  thousand  dollars  annually. 

Sec.  1 ■!  — No  person  shall  he  appoin- 
ted a judge  of  the  supreme  court,  nor 
of  a circuit  court,  nor  chancellor,  before 
he  shall  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thir- 
ty years;  nor  shall  any  person  continue 
to  exercistthc  duties  of  any  ol  said  qffi 
ces  after  he  shall  have  attained  to  the 
age  ol  sixty-five  years. 

Sec.  i.5  — The  courts  respectively 
shall  appoint  their  clerks,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  good  behaviour. 
For  [any  misdemeanor  in  office  they 
shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  and  removed 
by  the  supreme  court,  in  such  manner 
as  the  general  assembly  shall  by  law  pro- 
vide. 

'Sec.  16. — Any  judge  of  the  supreme 
court  or  of  the  circuit  court,  or  t lie  chan- 
cellor, may  be  removed  from  office  on 
the  address  of  two  thirds  of  each  house 
of  the  general  assembly  to  the  governor 
tor  that  purpose  ; hut  each  house  shall 
state  on  its  respective  journal  the  cause 
for  which  it  .shall  wish  the  removal  of 
such  judge  or  chancellor,  and  give  him 
notice  thereof,  and  he  shall  have  ‘.he 
light  tobe  heard  in  his  defence  in  such 
manner  as  the  general  assembly  shall  by 
law  direct;  but  no  judge  nor  chancellor 
shall  be  removed  in  this  manner  for  any 
cause  for  which  he  might  have  been  im- 
peached. 

— In  each  county  there  shall 
be  appointed  as  many  justices  of  the 
peace  as  the  public  good  may  be  thought 
to  require.  Their  powers  end  duties, 
and  their  duration  in  office  sluli  he  regu- 
lated by  law.

been,  or  hereafter  may  be  granted  bj ! 
the  United  States  for  the  use  of  schools1

from  such  lands  in  strict  conformity  to 
the  object  of  the  grant  ; undone  school,! 
or  more,  shall  be  established  in  each 
township  as  soon  as  practicable  and  ne-' 
cessary,  where  the  poor  shall  be  taught!

Internal  improvement  shall  forcycr  !u 
ncouraged  by  the  government  ol  th.r 
state  ;■  and  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the 
general  assembly,  os  soon  as  maybe,  to 
m kc  provision  by  law  for  ascertaining 
the  most  preperobjeets  of  improvement 
1 in  relation  both  to  roads  and  navigable 


waters;  cud  it  shall  also  be  their  duty; 
to  provide  by  law  lor  a systematic  an 
economical  application  of  the  lunds  ap- 
propriated to  these  objects. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OF  BANKS. 

Tlic  general  assembly  may  incorpo- 
rate one  banking  company  and  no  more 
to  be  in  operation  at  the  same  time. 

The  bank  to  he  incorporated  may 
have  any  number  or  branches,  not  to  ex 
ceed  five,  to  be  established  by  law  ; and 
not  more  than  one  branch  shall  be  estab- 
lished at  any  one  session  of  the  general 
assembly.  The  capital  stock  of  the 
bank  to  be  incorporated  shall  never  ex- 
ceed five  millions  of  dollars,  at  least  one 
half  of  which  shall  be  reserved  for  the 
use  of  the  state. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OF  THE  MIH1 1 V. 

Bee.  1 — Field  officers  and  company 
officers  Shall  be  elected  by  the  persons 
subject  to  militia  duty  within  their  res 
pective  commands.  Brigadiers  gener- 
al shall  be  elected  by  the  field  officers  of 
their  respective  brigades  ; and  majors 
general  by  the  brigadiers  and  field  offi- 
cers of  the  respective  divisions,  until 
otherwise  directed  by  law. 

See.  2 — General  and  field  officers 
shall  appoint  their  officers  of  the  staff. 

Sec.  3 — The  governor  shall  appoint 
an  adjutant  general,  and  all  ether  mili- 
tia officers  whose  appointments  are  not 
otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitu- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  X. 

OF  MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISION’S. 

Sec.  1 — The  general  assembly  of 
this  state  shall  never  interfere  with  the 
primary  disposal  of  the  soil  by  the  Uni- 
ted States,  nor  with  any  regulation  con- 
gress may  find  necessary  foraecuring  the 
title  in  such  soil  to  the  bona-fide  pur- 
chasers. No  tax  shall  be  imposed  on 
lands  the  property  of  the  United  States, 
nor  shall  lands  belonging  to  persons  re- 
siding out  of  the  limbs  of  this  state  ever 
he  taxed  higher  than  the  lands  belong- 
ing to  persons  residing  within  the  state. 

Scr.2 — The  state  shall  have  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  on  the  river  Mississip- 
pi, and  on  every  other  river  bordering  on 
the  said  state,  so  far  as  the  said  liver 
shall  form  a common  boundary  to  the 
said  state  r.r.d  any  other  states  how,  oi 
hereafter  to  he  formed,  and  bounded  by 
the  same  ; and  the  said  liver  Mississip 
pi,  and  the  navigable  rivers  and  waters 
leading  into  the  same,  .whether  border- 
ing on  or  within  this  state, shall  he  com- 
mon highways,  and  forever  free  to  the 
ciiizeusof  thisstate  anddof  the  United 
States,  without  any  tatrjA'fluty,  impost 
or  toll  therefor  imposed  bv  the  state. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Of  the  fierntanen!  Seat  tf  Government. 

Sec.  1 — The  general  assembly  at  their 
first  session  shall  appoint  five  commis- 
sioners for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a 
place  for  the  permanent  seat  of  govern- 
ment, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  select 
four  sections  of  the  land  of  the  United 
S>atcs  which  shall  not  have  been  exposed 
to  public  sale. 

Sec.  2 — If  the  commissioners  believe 
the  four  sections  of  land  so  by  them  to! 
be  selected  he  not  a suitable  and  proper 
situation  for  the  permanent  scat  cl’go-j 
veriimcnt,  they  shall  select  such  other) 
place  as  they  deem  proper  for  that  pur-! 
pose,  and  report  the.  same  to  li.e  gener- 
al assembly  at  the  time  of  making  their 
report  prov  hied  for  in  the  fn  st  seclion  of 
tins  article  ; provided  that  no  piacc  shall 
lie  selected  which  is  not  situated  on  the 
hank  of  the  Missouri  river,  and  within 
forty  miles  of  the  mouth  of  the  liver 
Osane. 

Sec.  3 — tf  the  general  assembly  de- 
teimir.c  that  the  four  sections  cf  land 
which  may  he  selected  by  authority  of 
the  first  section  of  this  article  be  a utit- 
abio  and  proper  place  for  the  perma- 
nent seal  of  government,  the  said  com- 
missioners shali  lay  out  a town  thereon, 
under  the  direction  ol  the  general  assem- 
bly ; but  if  the  general  assembly  doom 
it  most  expedient  tv  fix  the  permanent 
scat  or  governmental  thcsplace  to  he  se- 
lected by  authority  of  the  second  sec- 
tion of  t:ds  article,  they  sh- !!  so  deter- 
mine, and  in  that  event  shall  authorize 
the  said  commissioners  to  purchase  any

Sec.  A — The  general  assembly,  in  se- 
lecting the  above  mentioned  commis- 
sioners, shall  choose  one  firm  each  ex- 
treme part  of  ike  state,  and  one  from 
the  centre,  and  it  shall  require  the  con- 
currence of  at  least  three  of  the  com- 
missioners to  decide  upon  any  part  ofthe 
duties  assigned  them. 

ARTICLE  XTT. 

Made  rf  amending  the  Constitution. 

The  general  assembly  may  at  any 
time  propose  such  amendments  to  this 
constitution  as  two-thirds  of  each  house

police  thereof,  and  of  ait  ring  and  abol- 
ishing their  constitution  and  form  oi 
government  whenever  it  may  be  neces-  i 
sary  to  their  safety  and  happiness. 

3.  That  the  people  have  the  right  ; 
peaceably  to  assemble  for  their  common  | 
good,  and  to  apply  to  those  vested  with 
the  powers  of  government  lor  redress 
of  grievances,  hy  petition  or  remon- 
strance ; and  that  their  right  to  bear 
arms  in  defence  of  themselves  and  ol 
the  state  cannot  be  questioned  : 

4.  That  all  men  have  a natural  and  in- 
defeasible right  to  worship  Almighty 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
own  consciences  ; that  no  man  can  be

tate ; that  the  estates  of  such  persons  as 
may  destroy  their  own  lives  sliali  dcs  1 
cond  o v cst  as  hi  cases  of  natur  .1  death  ; 
and  when  any  person  shall  be  killed  by 
casualty  there  ought  to  be  no  forfeiture! 
by  reason  thereof : 

16.  l’halthc  free  communication  of 
thoughts  and  opinions  is  one  ot  the  in-, 
valuable  rights  of  man,  and  that  every! 
person  may  freely  speak,  write  and] 
print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible! 
iur  the  abuse  of  that  liberty  ; that  in  all 
prosecutions  for  libels,  the  truth  thereof!

SCHEDULE. 

Sec.  I.  That  no  inconvenience  may 
arise  from  the  change  of  government, 
we  declare  that  all  writs,  actions,  prose- 
;it ions,  judgments,  claims  and  aontracts 
of  individuals  and  of  bodies  corporates 
shall  continue  as  ifnochange  had  taken 
place  ; and  all  process  which  may,  be- 
fore the  third  Monday  in  September 
next,  be  issued  under  the  authority  of 
the  territory  of  Missouri, shall  be  as  va- 
lid -as  if  issued  in  the  name  ofthe  state. 

Sec.  2.  All  laws  nowin  force  in  tli© 
territory  of  Missouri  which  are  not  re- 
pugnant to  this  constitution,  shall  re- 
main in  force  until  they  expire  by  their 
own  limitations,  or  be  altered  or  repeal- 
ed by  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  3.  Aii  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures 
and  escheats  accruing  to  the  territory  of 
Missouri,  shall  accrue  to  the  use  of  tho 
state. 

Sec.  4.  All  recognizances  heretofore 
taken,  or  w Inch  may  be  taken  before  tho 
third  Monday  in  September  next,  shall 
remain  valid,  and  shall  pass  over  to, 
and  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name 
of  the  state  ; and  all  bonds  execu- 
ted to  the  Governor  of  (he  territory,  or 
to  any  other  officer  or  court  in  his  offi- 
cial capacity, shall  pass  over  to  the  Go- 
vernor or  other  proper  state  authority, 
and  to  their  successors  in  office  for  the 
uses  therein  respectively  expressed,  and 
may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  ac.ord- 
ingly.  All  criminal  prosecutions  and 
penal  actions  which  have  aiisen,  or  which 
may  arise  before  the  third  ,r.  q m 
September  next,  and  which  sr.aii  then 
be  depending,  shail  be  prosecuted  to 
judgment  and  execution  in  the  name  of 
the  state.  All  actions  at  law  which  now 
*re,  or  which,  on  the  tiird  Monday  in 
September  next,  may  be  depending  in 
any  of  the  courts  of  record  in  the  terri- 
tory of  Missouri,  - my  be  commenced  in, 
or  transferred  to  any  court  of  record  of 
the  state  which  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  matter  thereof ; and  ail  suits 
in  equity  may, in  like  manner,  be  com- 
mcr.ced  in,  or  transferred  tithe  court  cf 
chancery. 

Sec.  5.  All  officers  civil  and  military 
now  holding  commissions  under  authori- 
ty o f the  United  States,  or  of  the  territo- 
ry of  r.iisotiri,  shall  continue  lo  hold 
nod  exercise  their  respective  offic  s un- 
til they  shall  be  supcrsccded  under 
the  authority  of  the,  state;  end  all  such 
officers  holding  commissions  under  tho 
authority  of  the  territory  of  Missouri 
sliali  receive  the  same  compensation 
which lhey  hitherto  received,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  time  they  shall  be  so  employ- 
ed. 

Sjc.  6.  The  first  meeting  of  the 
General  Asonibiy  shall  be  at  St.  Louis, 
with  power  to  adjourn  to  any  other  place; 
and  the  GenerulJ  Assembly  at  the  first 
session  thereof,  snail  fix  the  seat  of  Gov- 
ernment until  the  first  day  of  October

part  of  Lawrence  situated  within  thie 
state, shall  attach  to,  and  form  part  of

It  has  been  stated,  within  a few  days 
past,  from  the  most  indubitable  authori- 
ty, that  a new  and  barbarous  system  or 
punishment  has  been  adopted  in  that 
portion  of  the  American  army  stationed 
at  different  points,  cn  the  Missouri  river. 
Encroachments  of  the  military  upon  the 
civil  regulations  of  a nation,  and  more 
especially  a Republic,  ought  to  be  re- 
garded as  more  dangerous  to  the  liber- 
tiesof  the  people,  than  the  happening  of 
any  other  political  event  ; because,  the 
very  nature  of  the  profession  of  arms  is 
calculated  to  inspire  despotic  feelingn — 
and  human  beings  are  seldom  backward 
in  exercising  all  the  power  that  may  be- 
come'subject  to  their  respective  situa- 
tions. Military  tyranny  is  the  powerful 
engine  that  has  destroyed  all  the  Repub- 
lics which  have  flourished  before  our 
time.  To  the  exercise  and  prevalence 
of  this  spirit  and  feeling,  is  to  he  attribu- 
ted solely  the  prostration  of  the  liberties 
of  Greece  and  Rome.  Butte  bring  the 
subject  home  : — 

It  is  an  universally  admitted  political 
axiom,  that  this  government  is  founded 
on  the  will  os  the  people;  and,  that 
its  essential  principles  are  designed  to 
promote  their  happiness  and  prosperity. 
The  commanders  of  our  army  are  but 
servants  of  the  people,  and  the  very  sol- 
diery whom  they  so  often  wantonly  de- 
grade by  the  infliction  of  cnwarrantable

The  power  of  cfliccrs  to  inflict  pun- 
ishments on  the  soldiers  whom  the  com- 
mand is  well  guarded  in  the  rules  at. d 
articles  of  war.  These,  however,  ap- 
pear not  to  influence  those  upon  the 
Missouri  station  ; because  they  have 
daringly  taken  upon  themselves  the  du- 
ties of  legislating  punishments,  adjudi- 
cating upon  offences,  and  ol  unfeelingly 
i xccuting  the  penalties  of  their  hideous 
code.  Our  readers  may  pause,  and  ask 
for  the  nature  of  these  penalties.  It  is 
only  necessity  to  mention  one.  It  alone 
s sufficiently  appalling,  without  going 
into  minute  details.  For  the  last  twelve 
months,  the  lordly  military  tyrants  ol  f v 
Missouri  have  been  in  the  halnt  of  crop- 
ping the  ears  of  the  soldiers  at  pleasure. 
It  is  immaterial  what  the  offence,  ti  c 
officers  in  their  wilderness  frolics,  aid 
outlawed  remoteness  from  the  war  c - 
partment,  appear  to  sport  with  the  fecl- 
i igsand  oi  ;niiy  of  the  soldier  without 
restraint  or  notice.
